States is going to build the fastest 
merchant marine in the world In 
an effort to outrace the speedy 
Russian snorkel submarines in the 
event of all-out war. 
Fifty new cargo vessels capable 
of making 20 knots an hour will 
be constructer, at a cost of $350 
million. Contracts for the first 25 
have already been let by the U. S 
Maritime administration. 
They will be equipped with the 
most modem anti-aircraft weapons 
and will carry a helicopter also to 
combat submarine attacks. 
Construction of the ships will 
revolutionize the American mer­ 
chant marine for no cargo vessel 
has ever been built that will go 20 
knots an hour

THE CSMA had planned to con­ 
struct 16 of the speedy vessels at 
a cost of $126 million, but Con­ 
gress has increased the number to 
50 at an additional cost of $224 
million. 
A controversy rages, however, 
over whether the new ships will be

Rep. John Taber (R), New York, 
•ays he has bren advised by the 
Defense department that snorkel 


submarines can go 26 knots under­ 
water and 30 knots on the surface. 
However, Rep. Albert Thomas 
(D), Texas, retorted that Vice Ad­ 
miral E. L. Cochrane, Maritime ad­ 
ministration chief, testified before 
the House appropriations commit­ 
tee that the 20-knot ships “will 
outrun any knowm submarine." 
Thomas added that the Navy has 
some snorkel submarines “and no 
one claims that they will make 
more than IO or 12 knots." 
Be that as It may, the new ships 
will give the United States the 
fastest merchant fleet in the world 
for there are few cargo ships In 
existence which can exceed

knots.

THE NEW cargo ships, whose 
construction has been given top 
priority, will be known as "Mariner 
class vessels." will be approximate­ 
ly 12,000 tons, and will coat, on the 
average $8 million. 
During World War n. Liberty 
cargo vessels were constructed for 
$1,700,000, while the speedier Vic­ 
tory ships cost $2,300,000. 
Most of the cargo vessels now 
makmg the run to Korea travel IO 
knots an hour (in convoys this 
speed would be reduced to 7l,i 
knots) and take 45 da*s for the 
trip. The new ships are expected 
to cut the time to 19 days, 
More tankers ard troop carriers 


are also needed, but their construc­ 
tion is not considered as pressing 
aa that of fast cargo vessels. 
About 1,375 ocean-going vessels 
comprising more than 16 million 
deadweight tons are now in active - 
service in the U. S. merchant fleet 
and there are also in reserve, in 
the mothball fleet, another 1.950 
ships of some 19 million tons.

Highroads

| T o approach an understanding 
of how

has been more than 20 percent 
greater than population growth, 
a survey made by the National 
Council of Churches revealed to­ 
day. 
The survey covered the period 
between 1926, the date of the last 
adequate federal census of re­ 
ligious groups, and 1949 It show­ 
ed church m em bership increas­ 
ed 51.5 percent while population 
grew’ by an estim ated 30 
per­ 
cent. 
Described as the first of 
its 
kind in a num ber of years, the 
survey tabulated 
the 
m em b er­ 
ship of 54 religious bodies, all 
with 
m em bership over 50.000, I 
Combined, these groups account 
for about 97 percent of church 
m em bership, it is reported. 
Of the three m ajor f a i t h s , 
Protestantism showed the larg­ 
est percentage gain adding 16.- 
954,322 new m em bers for a 
56 
percent growth. 
D u r i n g the 
sam e 
period, 
the 
num ber 
of 
Roman Catholics increased by 
9.005.305 for a 48 4 percent 
in­ 
crease, and the Jewish congre­ 
gations 918,758 for a 22.5 percent 
rise. 
Total m em bership of the re­ 
ligious bodies, which included a 
num ber 
of 
Eastern 
Orthodox 
churches, rose in 1926 from 53,-1 
230.413 to 80,682.575 in 1949, the 
survey reported. 
Dr. Benson Y. Landis, 
asso­ 
ciate director of the 
National 
Council’s 
departm ent 
of 
re­ 
search and survey, said t h a t 
I “ American church m em bership 
I is at an all time high, not only J 
in term s of actual num bers but 
in proportion to the population. ' 
However, there are also more 
people not on the church rolls 
than ever before.” 
He reported the ratio of church 
m em bership to population 
had 
risen steadily from five percent 
in 1780 to 15 percent in 1850, and 
from 35 percent at the turn of 
the century to 50 percent in 1940, 
and over 54 percent in 1949. 
One of the interesting facts 
dem onstrated by the survey, he 
said, was the far greater 
per­ 
centage growth in the 
sm aller 
sects and denominations. These 
groups, he said, w’hich averaged 
higher than the norm, are “ char- 
cterized by an intense evangel­ 
istic spirit and generally teach 
the second coming of Christ.” 
“ Once thought of as appealing 
especially to the socially disad­ 
vantaged,” he observed, “ t h e y 
are now apparently bringing into 
their ranks large num bers of the

! and while we might establish laws against 
betting or to make betting more difficult, 
we must watch out that we do not move 
into another Prohibition situation during 
which the marriage between lawlessness 
and government was consummated.

The 
men are guilty, not the mechanical devic­ 
es they use. 
It will in no manner lessen gambling nor 
the power of gamblers to restrict their use 
of the telephone or the mails. They will 
find means to convey their data, just as the 
Communists in this country got their in­ 
structions by reading certain dispatches in 
newspapers, the senders and recipients of 
which were innocent. The astute criminal 
and conspiratorial mind can devise means 
for meeting difficult situations.

Young’s Finances 
Reveal He Has 
$38,000 Debt 


WASHINGTON, 
March 31 — 
Senate influence probers today 
released a financial statement in 
which E. Merl Young, husband 
of a White House stenographer 
and a key figure in 
the 
RFC 
hearings, listed his debts as $38,- 
000 above his assets. 
Young, who has been accused 
by the Fulbright subcommittee 
of being part of an 
“ influence 
ring” with a White House tie-in. 
stated that his assets as of yes­ 
terday were Sill.491.66 and his 
liabilities were $149,792.60. 
Included in the list 
of debts 
was the $8,540 Joseph 
Rosen­ 
baum, Washington attorney also 
accused of influence peddling, 
paid 
for 
a 
mink coat Young 
bought for Mrs. Young. 
The statement was received 
after the subcommittee remind­ 
ed Young that he promised 
to 
provide it early in February. It 
strengthened Young’s close asso­ 
ciation with Rosenbaum. 
Young started in government
